Such 


schemes of economy are entirely illusory. 
The commission should not be reduced be­ 
low three members, and more than the 
amounts saved by salary reduction should 
be applied to the retainment of experts, 
which are indispensible to the proper func­ 
tioning of the commission. 
No money 
could be saved in the near future by plac­ 
ing auditing and valuation expenses on the 
companies applying for increases, for the 
present is an 
era of revision 
downward. 
Moreover, the state should be independent 
to pursue and finance its own investiga­ 
tions. 
Sentiment 
in Missouri 
is 
ripe 
for a 
change in the method of operation of the 
present public service commission. 
It has 
even gone so far in some quarters as to fa­ 
vor abolition of the commission. 
Dissatis­ 
faction is justified, but before the commis­ 
sion principle is condemned it should be 
given a fair trial. 
It never has had such a 
trial in Missouri. 
Insufficently 
supplied 
with funds, our commission has been oblig­ 
ed, in the consideration of rate cases, to sit 
as a court and 
decide 
applications 
and 
complaints as represented to it by the par­ 
ties at interest. 
Obviously, this leaves a 
huge advantage with the utility companies 
which have at their command the most able 
experts and attorneys. The small town can 
have no such able or expert representation. 
City counselors may be engrossed in other 
matters or are apathetic and incompetent. 
State public utilities regulation has suc­ 
ceeded where it has been given a fair trial. 
The outstanding specimen 
of successful 
state regulation is to be found in the rail­ 
road commission of Wisconsin, which also 
controls other public utilities. 
The com­ 
mission is composed of only 
three mem­ 
bers, assisted by a large corps of experts, 
who are indispensible to competent regula­ 
tion. They not only serve when called upon 
in individual cases, but they make valua­ 
tion and accounting which simply and sys­ 
tematize their work. 
The Wisconsin law, which is a monu­ 
ment to the genius of Robert M. LaFollette, 
not only has been a boon to the people of 
the state, but, 
through 
publicity 
of ac­ 
counts and methods, has enabled the utility 
companies to promote efficiency and to 
profit by increased 
consumption as a re­ 
sult of lower rates. 
Uncertainty gives way 
to scientific regulation and peace reigns in 
place of strife. 
Missouri is mistaken, not in adhering to 
the service 
commission 
principle, but in 
supplying the wrong method of operation. 
Competent operation requires adequate ap­ 
propriations, but yields multiplied returns 
to the people and the elimination of waste, 
profiteering and graft. With such a model 
as the Wisconsin system available for emu­ 
lation, 
blundering experimentation 
and 
mistaken schemes of retrenchment by the 
Missouri Legislature will be inexcusable.

Brownfield, who was recently fined 
$750 and sentenced to serve a year in 
jail by a jury in circuit court when 
he was convicted on a charge of pos­ 
sessing intoxicating liquor, and who 
at the time of the raid Saturday was 
out on bond pending tbe result of an

districts in the state. Under such a 
plan it is asserted expense of trav­ 
eling could be saved and coordina­ 
tion could be maintained by confer­ 
ences at Jefferson City three or four 
times a year. 
The elementary and rural schools 
would be placed under a similar in­ 
spection 
service. 
The 
personnel 
would be the same in number and 
placed in the same manner through­ 
out the state. 
The new plan will call for an in­ 
creased appropriation for the depart­ 
ment of education to Superintendent 
Lee but he says the present appro 
riation is unusually small compared 
with other departments. In this con­ 
nection the superintendent pointed 
out that for the last biennial period 
the appropriations for the beverage 
inspection department amounted to 
$200,000, that for the fish aud game 
department was placed at $211,800 
and for the food and drug depart­ 
ment amounted to $200,000. 
During the same period the appro­ 
priation for the department of educa­ 
tion, he asserted, was $70,000. 
The 
superintendent made it clear he was

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 20.—Albert Ellis 
was acquitted of the murder of his 
former fiancee, Edna Ellis, on No­ 
vember 4, 1920, by a jury which re­ 
turned a verdict in the second trial 
of the case in Circuit Judge Grimm s 
court at 4:30 p. rn. yesterday. 
An 
order by the court to arrest anyone 
making a demonstration halted the 
beginning of applause as the deputy 
sheriffs took into custody two wo­ 
men spectators and a young man. 
The jury deliberated 
two 
hours 
and twenty minutes .returning 
the 
acquittal on the fourth ballot. 
The 
first ballot was 8 to 4 for acquittal, 
the second IO to 2, the third l l to I 
and the fourth unanimous, according 
to the foreman of the jury, M. Gold- 
wasser. 
Members of the jury said 
they did not believe the state pre­ 
sented either evidence of guilt or a 
motive for the crime sufficient 
to 
convict the defendant. 
In the first 
trial, two years ago, the jury found 
him guilty and sentenced him to life 
imprisonment. 
Ellis received the verdict with a 
smile and rushed 
over 
to 
shake 
hands with the jury. After that he 
seemed at a loss what to do next, 
and stood about with his minds in 
his pockets, as the crowd surged for­ 
ward, with cries from girl spectators, 
“Let’s carry Albert out on our 
shoulders!*’ 
To all congratulations 
he mumbled he had nothing to say. 
Members of his family, including 
his mother, Mrs. Ernest Kaithaler; 
his stepfather and *14-year-old half­ 
sister, Stella, and his aged grand­ 
mother, Mrs. Mary Scott, heard the 
verdict with subdued expressions of 
pleasure. The acquittal appeared to 
have come as a surprise 
to them, 
and they had no plans for celebrat­ 
ing the return of Ellis to his home 
after twenty-seven months in the 
City Jail, awaiting trial and the re­ 
sult of his appeal of the case to the 
Supreme Court. 
Neither Circuit Attorney 
Sidener 
nor William Maffit Bates w'erc in the 
courtroom when the verdict was re­ 
turned. Judge Grimm requested that 
a member of the Circuit Attorney’s 
office be summoned. 
When I. Joel 
Wilson appeared, he asked if there 
was any charge yet pending aaginst 
the defendant and, receiving a nega­ 
tive reply, the court ordered 
Ellis 
discharged. 
“I knew Albert was innocent 
all 
the time,” his mother* declared hap­ 
pily, “but you can’t tell what twelve 
men w'il do, and sometimes we lost 
hope. We have no plans for the fu­ 
ture for him, but to have him 
at 
home with us. His little sister, Flor­ 
ence, was only 3 years old w hen he 
was taken away, but she remembers 
bim and talks about 
him 
coming 
back.” 
In the witness room back of the 
courtroom, where Albert finally join­ 
ed his family, he stood looking out 
of the window while they sat quietly 
near, “I can’t say what I want to 
do,” he told reporters. “I’m glad to 
get out, of course, but it is sort of 
unexpected after being shut up 
so 
long.”

FORMER MINISTER 
TO CHINA IS DEAD

SHANGHAI, Jan. 
26.—Dr. 
Paul 
Samuel Reinsch, form erly American 
m inister to China and later counsel­ 
or to the Chinese government, died 
here today after a protracted illness. 
In December, Dr. Reinsch suffered 
a 
collapse 
at 
Hankow- 
and 
was 
brought to Shanghai, where his ill­ 
ness was diagnosed as encephalitis. 
Recently brocho-pneumonia 
set 
In 
and this complication resulted fatal­ 
ly this morning. 
Paul 
Samuel 
Reinsch, 
diplomat 
and author and champion of China, 
and among foreigners adm itted to be 
one of the best informed on China’s 
complex problems, was bom at Mil­ 
waukee, June IO, 1870. 
The death of the man who gave 
some of the best years of his life to 
the promotion of American good will 
in the Chinese Republic and to the 
advancem ent of the Chinese as a na­ 
tion, came within a few weeks of the 
consumm ation of an idea which he 
has consistently sponsored 3ince 
it 
became an international 
issue—the 
return, untram m elled, to China, of 
Germany’s form er holdings in Shan­ 
tung, seized during the world war 
by Japan. 
Towards the close 
of 
1922 
Dr. 
Reinsch was stricken at Hanchow by 
a m ental disease described as en­ 
cephalitis, and was 
removed 
to 
a 
hospital at Shanghai. For weeks his 
condition 
was 
precarious. 
This 
complicated later 
by broncho-pneu- 
monia proved fatal. 
Before becoming counselor to the 
Chinese 
government, 
Dr. Reinsch 
had been a m inister 
to Pekin, 
a 
post he relinquished in 1919, when 
he returned to the United States for 
a brief stay. 
He returned to the Chinese capital 
in 1920 to occupy the post he held at 
the tim e of his death.
